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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-6, drawn to a system for enabling a Meta Object Facility, 
classified in class 707, subclass 103. 

II. Claims 7-10, drawn to a method of enabling a Meta Object Facility, 
classified in class 707, subclass 102. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as apparatus and product made. The inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
apparatus as claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the 
apparatus can be used for making a materially different product or (2) that the product 
as claimed can be made by another and materially different apparatus (MPEP § 
806.05(g)). In the instant case, unpatentabilities of the group I invention would not 
necessarily imply unpatentability of the group II invention, since the device of the group I 
invention could be made by other and materially different processes from those of the. 
group II invention, for example, in the claim 7, wherein registering can be used in 
different system. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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2. During a telephone conversation with Mr. Jim Kerry on 8/9/2006 a provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of group I, claims 1-6. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
Claims 7-10 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 

CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 

Specification 

3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: the claim 2 recites read increamentaly but the specification 
does not support for this limation in claim 2. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
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the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. The subject matter which was not described in specification as 
read incrementally. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U. S. C. § 102 (e) as being anticipated by 
Mullins, (U.S. patent No. 6,999,956). 

Regarding claim 1, Mullins discloses a system for enabling a Meta Object Facility 
compliant service for a metadata resource, comprising: a connector adapted (Opitcal 
Object Database Bingdings, Cocobase Ojection Access and storage adapter) to receive 
metadata from the metadata resource (Optional Object Database DataSource) via a 
resource-specific application programming interface Cava application Client); a 
metamodel repository (cocobases Object Model Repository) storing one on more MOF 
models (may also store in Object Database)(see fig. 6); and a persistence interface 
between the connector (Opitcal Object Database Bingdings, Cocobase Ojection Access 
and storage adapter) and metamodel repository (cocobases Object Model Repository) 
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configured to instantiate at least one MOF compliant service for the connector based on 
one of the MOF models in the metamodel repository (see fig. 6). 

In regarding claim 2, Mulins discloses the metadata from the metadata resource 
(Optional Object Database Datasource) is read incrementally and on-demand via the 
MOF compliant (see fig. 6). 

In regarding claim 3, Mulins discloses the MOF compliant service is a Java 
Metadata interface service (see column 17, line 38-40 or column 12, line 35-45). 

In regarding claim 4, Mulins discloses the persistence interface is configured to 
provide instances of metadata objects and associations between metadata objects 
according to the MOF compliant service (see fig. 6). 

In regardgin claim 5, Mulins discloses the metamodel repository indues a 
repository server (cocobase Object Model respository) configured to generate code for 
the MOF compliant serve configured to generate code for the MOF compliant service 
(see fig. 6). 

In regarding claim 6, Mulins discloses the MOF models are stored in one or more 
xmi files (see column 7, line 40-45).
